The Commission staff suggests that the existing heading, 9902.25.73, be used for the new duty
suspension by changing the rate of duty from “5.9%” to “Free” and by modifying the effective date.

4 The Commission may express an opinion on the HTS classification of a product to facilitate consideration of the bill. However,
by law, only the U.S. Customs Service is authorized to issue a binding ruling on this matter.
